The Magnet Cure. 


The Sentinel of Milwaukee, Wis., suggests 
that it is about time for the appearance of a 
new method of curing all diseases, and then 
goes on to say that the magnet will be the 
éoming cure-all. As It appears that even 
after all the efforts of physicians, magnetic 
healers and mind-curiste humanity con- 
tinues to suffer, the"new treatment will be 
cheerfally welcomed. It ia alleged by the 
Paris correspondent of the New York Herald 
that Dr. Charcot has anbardened his mind 
to him in an interviëve and given a statement 
as to the magnet-cure. This new cure con- 
sists in tho transfer of disease from one per- 

| another, both being in a hypnotized 
or ce state and a magnet acting as a me 
diam of íransfer. In, brief, an hysteriéal 
patient is ipto the hysterical state 
and placed a magnet; another person ia 
then thrown into the same state. In a few 
minutes, the operator directing the transfer, 
the hysterical indications ‘develop in the 
second person. This is repeated frequently 
and each time the hysterical disorder of the 
patient grows weaker, until at last It disap- 
peara. The Sentinel concludes that persons 
who have experimented with hysterical pa- 
tients and others with great sensibility under 
the hypnotic state will not find it difficult to

Memorial Services In Various Churches | 


Last Sunday. 


Last Sunday several of the leading minis- 
ters in Chicago devoted thelr sermons to the 
Memorial-Day dedicated to the patriota who 
gave up thelr lives in defense of the Union. 
Prof. Swing at the Central Chureh sald: 

“To-morrow is set apart as the day on 
which we are to honor those who died to save 
our country. It was April 13, 1861, when tbe 
War of Secession opened, a little after 12 
o'clock in the morning. when the rebels opèn- 
edfire on Fort Sumter. There had been 
black clouds on the horizon for some time, 
but no one knew how violent the storm would 
be nor when it would come. An old Virgin - 
fan.begged to fire the Arst gun against his 
country. His request was granted him 


because he was seventy five years old. That- 


mao bad sensibility enough to commit sul- 
cide when he saw Grant invading Richmond 
Sanday, April 14. The memory of this day 
ls sacred to 300,000 dead soldiers. The pral- 
ries of the West for twenty-five years to come 
cannot grow flowers enough to decorate the 
graves of those soldiers. Theirs is an in- 
creasing glory. There is no trace of exulta- 
tion over a fallen foe. If all who owe a debt 
of gratitude to the dead soldiers would be 
here to-morrow there would be a striking 
group. Liberty would be there distributing 
flowers, Colombia bearing a scroll upon 
which would be inscribed that slavery was 
abolished, the slave with his shackles stricken 
off, the Union spared from disruption, the 
Church thankful that ít had been led out 
from the cloisters, education, and art, and 
the genius of every home pleased to strew 
flowers on the graves of the dead."

Ecclesiastico Infallibility. 


John Stuart Mill sald that belief in an in- 
fallible revelation concerning thedivine will 
and character is oppressive to the human 
mind by perpetuating the low conceptions of 
early times. As far as these conceptions are 
supposed to be perfect; they are necessarily 

regarded as unimprovable. This is true, 
though not all tho trath on tho subject. To 
bare an infallible revelation that there is an 
Inünitely perfect being without a detailed 
expression of the elements of this perfection, 
leaves it open for endless progress in thecon- 
Ception of those elements. Such in the main 
lë tho teaching of the Bible. It affirms many 
things in detail ‘concerning Delty; but in 
general it allows that the best descriptions 
are imperfect, and afirms that tho loftiest 
conceptions are inadequate, so that here 

- there 1s always room for improvement. 

Still, it is quite clear that among the be- 
llevers in the infallibility of the Bible, there 
bas ys been a strong disposition to bo- 
Héve [n the sacred immutability of .certain 
auelent and inadequate forms of speech, and

worship and mani tion. This has so far 
operated as a re on instead of a stimulus 
to the human mind. It is but an easy step 
for theso falthists next to assume thaththeir 
interpretations of the Bible are infallible. 
This Js seldom avowed by the interproters, 
but it is tacitly presupposed. Dr. Dexter and 
Dr. Ellis confess it was done by “the stand- 
lug order" of the clergy in the Puritan Com- 
monwealth in oppositidh to the free thought 
of thelr times. This assumption is made 
manifest in Brooke Adams's, “Emancipation 
of Massachusetts." What they did all oí 
denominations have done and still do in 
some degree, else they could not claim that 
they iniy and exclusively hold the Bible 
toca ovradaye, however, many of them 
800. Interpretations have only the 
support of "peobability, and so far as they 
make, no further claim, they are reasonable 
and in nowise obstractive of mental freedom 
and progress, ‘ 
Ons church has avowed Its infallibility not 
only in its interpretations bot in all its ex- 
cathedra utterances; and it claims to be sole 
and exclusive In this endowment. It has al- 
ways been tending toward this avowal, as it 
has always been acting on the assumption. 
This one church, the Roman Catholic, has 
thas been moving in an opposite direction

has changed only for the worse, because it 
bas developed itself; just as all other church- 
es have changed for the better, because they 
have developed also in the line of their own 
life and impulsive force which fare just the 
opposite of those of the Church of Rome. One 
class is a reaction against fhe otber; and 
they have both gone forward in theirown 
line. 

‘Hence nothing could be more erroneous 
than the supposition which some woald fain 
indulge, that the Romish Church has im- 
proved like other churches, It has not yet felt 
tho spirit of our times. Covered with the ec- 
oleslastie mailof infinite conceit of its im- 
mutable perfection and infallible wisdom, it 
ls impervious-to all the subtler forces whic” 


\} are at work in the world beyond itself, and 


unmodified from without, it has developed 
from within—ah example of an evolution 
without an environment except such as the 
environed has engendered or brought along 
from the past. Nothing could be more fatal, 
nothing so pregnant with deadly conse- 
quences to the nation’s welfare, and to all 
the higher concerns of moral and intellectu- 
al integrity, and all the noble amenities and 
Inspiring impulses of freedom, than the gen- 
eral and practical assumption that the Ro- 
man Church has grown more liberal in con- 
formity with the times. That were to mls- 
take the crouching tigress for the Innocent 
kid. That church Is to-day more than ever 
in all her history the mortal foe of every ele- 
ment which la distinctive and characteristic 
of our national life, as for instance our con- 
ceptlon of the lofty sacredness of moral and 
intellectual individualism, the free, secular 
quality of all social compacts and obligations, 


and the absolute supremacy of the State in 


all matters affecting its own interests, and 
Its unqualified right of Anal judgment con- 
cerning all these things In all cases, All 
this the Church of Rome hates with perfect 
hatred. From perverse principle and dipost/ 
tion, and many centuries of growing habit, 
she denounces and detests them as inimical 
to her very life and asa practical denial of 
her right to existence. She is logically cor- 
rect. She knows herself, and knows that if 
she Is all right we are all wrong, and damn- 
ably wrong, too. From this she can never 
recede. The expression will be determined 
by circamstances. She Is the tameless beast 
of the night. Lying stili in the sunlight, she 
prowls lu every shadow for a victim, and her 
victims are always the noblest exponents of 
Intellectual li and progrees. 

A mild intimation of all this is given lu 
the Papal treatment of Father McGlynn. 


This priest has falled of receiving the proper" 


judgment and sympathy of the non-Catholic 
world because his characteristic doctrine is 
generally disliked, but that does not affect 
the question under consideration. It is true 
that Dr. McGlynn Is an extreme aggrarian: 
bot it is also true that in all matters which 
are considered theological, be has always 
been a thorough and earnest Catholic. It is,

Bat do all these millionaires who exert such 
a poterit influence in commercial and govern- 
mental affairs, occupy an enviable position? 
Mackay with his $20,000,000 undoubtedly 
never had his mind illuminated with an ex- 
alted or sublime ides in his life. A. T.Stew- 
art left behind him no monument testify- 
ing to his innate goodness and greatness. 
His wife, too, passed away, without leaving a 
vestige behind her that will make a perma- 
nent mark on the age in which she lived. 
Vanderbilt with bis millions should have left 
behind him something colossal in the flelds of 
philantbropy,that would have been for him an 
imperishable monument, instead of seeking 
to make bis heirs the richest men in Ameri- 
ca. They,and thousands of others like them, 
belong to the poor-rich class: rich in worldly 
goods, yet weak in that spirituality which 
prompis a persou to dispense blessing to the 
poor and unfortanate.

Indian Surgery. 


A Tahlequah (L. T.) correspondent relates 
a very curious circumstance, A man by the 
name of Bad Trainer, was shot with a 40- 
calibre Smith & Wesson pistol by an officer. 
The ball entered jast above the upper teeth 
and just under tha nose, and lodged in tho 
back part of his head, near the base of the 
brain. About a half-dozen physicians of 
that place, all regalar graduates, pronounced 
the shot fatal, and sald that even probing 
for the ball would hasten his death. In the 
dilemma Trainer's mother sent for an old 
medicine man, a fall-blooded Cherokee Indian 
named Hogsporter. He responded to the 
call and after an examination of the young 
man he sald lle could get the ball out with- 
out using an Instrument. Sohe went to work 
conjuring, talking to himself in unintelll- 
gible language and making mysterious signs, 
and in three days he had the bullet out. It 
had been mashed until it was about an Inch 
long and ín the shape of a segment of a eir- 
cle. The young man was up and riding 
around in ten days after the bullet was out, 
and is now fully revered. This little per- 
formance of the Indian medicine man has 
greatly mystified the regular physicians 
therë, who are at a loss to acceunt for 
kiad of surgery. . This sort of treatment ja 
quite common in the territory among tlie 
Indians, and this is only one example of the 
skill manifested by the medicine men.

The Hampton Institute, Hampjon, Va., was 


organized in 1868; incorporated 1870. It has 
seventeen trustees representing six religious 
denominations. Neither has a majority. Its 
farms of 700 acres, 32 buildings, Including 
13 workshops, numerous outfits and various 
other Improvements to the property, valued 
Bt $475,000, are the gifts of friends; It has no 
debt; It is a private institation, but receives 
some ald from Virginia as an Agricultural 
College, and a stipend of $167 apiece for 120 
Indians from the U. 8. Government. The ex- 
cess of that number are cared for by charity. 
Tha present attendance 1s, officers and teach- 
era, 64; Negro studenta, 507; Indian students 


146, Total, 719. Its object ia to train teach - 


ers of the Negro and Indian races by an edu- 
cation of thé head, hand, heart, that shall 
make them industrious and selt-rellant. 

Colored students earned last year $46,732,12, 
which was about four-fifths of tho: cost of 
board, clothing and books, There is a large 
money loss on the labor, but a great moral 
gain. Negro youth must live by their labor, 
asking only a chance to work for an educa- 
tion, Free tuition la provided by annaal 
scholarship of $70.00 or foundations of $1,500 
each. Ninety per cent. of colored and seven- 
ty-five of Indians show satisfactory results of 
thelr training and education. 

The need of a partial endowment fand for 
the Hampton Institute is acknowledged. 
While ita friends desiré that its close rela- 
tions to the charities of the people should be 
continued, they balleve that there should be 


permanent and rellable means of support, to 


relleve, if part, the pressure upon the ex- 
ecutive of the schools, and by decreasing the 
prevent demands upon his time and strength, 
make possible * wok upon the School 
Itaelf, and provide more surely agalust fat- 
ure exigencies, $ 

The general expenses of each year, about 
$12,000, aud the cost of the Industrial sys- 
tem, about $12,000 more, make the. heaviest 
burden. This latter item is due to the fact 
that, in giving wages to over 500 student 
workers, iustroction la everywhere made of 
equal importance with prodaction, and much 


of this labor (amounting. to $40,732.12 Net 


year) is necessarily not profitable, This bur- 
den it is proposed to lift by s general endow- 
ment fund of five hundred thousand dollars, 
thus backing np and assuring fot the fot- 
ure the Industrial feature of the School, and 
putting Labor, its distinctive fextare, on a 
permanent foundation. The Hampton School 
aske for a partial endowment of five hundred 
thonsand dollars, as a foundation for a por- 
petual work for the Negro and Indian races 
of our country. This plan has the sanction 
and the earnest support of the trustees of the 
school, and of many thonghtful friends who 
regard it as wise and timely.

They have had 
more extensive facilitica for ascertaining the 
truth than has the Doctor, and most consci- 
entiously, though sorrowfully, do they éay,

“What has brought about this change? The 
bellef In a future life has always been bound 
up with, and has, perhaps, rested upon, the 
belief in the existence and occasional ap- 

noes on earth of spiritual beings—of 

he spirits of the dead; and of such populär 
phenomena aa ghosts, visions, warnings, pro- 
monitions, ete. Bellefs of this natare pre- 
valled almost pniversally up to about two 
centuries ago, when they came to a compar: 
atively sudden end, and have since been 
treated by the educated classes in general as 
fables and superetitions; and this view has 
now become so me and so lograined that 
1 not allow that the question 

is open to discossion at all. Even to adiit 
the possibility që such phenomena as actual 
facta is held to be a work of Ignorance and 


den revolution of feellog—for it was mere 
‘feeling,’ not bellef founded on knowledge 
and. ioquiry—may be clearly traced to the 
concurrent action of (wo powerful causes— 
the witchcraft mania and the rise of physi- 
cal sclence. * 


“And ‘it ‘was at the very time that the 


s witcheraft horrors were being perpetrated 


thatthe sun of modern science arose and 
shed its splendor over the world. Galileo 
and Copernicus, Harvey and Bacon, Newton 
and Liebnitz, Lavoisier and Galvani, were 
then investigating the phenomena of the 
universe, while Berkeley and Descartes were 
laying the foundations of a skeptical philos- 
ophy. Men's thoughts were thua belng led 
away from supernatural horrore to the con- 
templation of nature and of the homan mind; 
and this vritehorat 
groundwork of bellef In a spiritual world and 

futuro existence for man, became branded 
as a huge impostor, an unfounded superati- 


uon. " 

“Since that time science and man's com- 
mand over natore have advanced with giant 
strides, while philosophy has sounded the 
depths of the universe and has found no 
standing ground for the supernatural. Heat 
and light, electricity and magnetism have 
been traced to motions of the molecules of 
matter; even vital forces—the forces on which 
depend growth and motion in the organic 
world—have also been shown to depend on 
transformation of that energy which has 
been traced back to the molecular motion of 
all matter, This apparent dependence of 
life iteelf upon matter with ita forces and 
motions, has produced in the existing gene. 
ration of sclentific men a frame of mind 
which finds no place in nature, The very 
molecular matter which we see, and feel, aud 
welgh, mensure comprises the whole 
universe, and is the source of all the forces, 
and all the manifestations of life that exist 
or can possibly exist. 

“It is into the midst of this nineteenth cen- 
tory world of thought—a world which is 
either grossly materialistic or vaguely: pan- 
theistic or idealistic—that modern Spiritual- 
ism has fallen like a thunderbolt from a clear

self, bas maintained a vigorous existence for 
more than thirty years, has made Ita way in- 
to every civ country in the world, bas 
prodaced extensive literature, supporta 
scores ót odicals aud hundreds of organ- 
ized associations, counts its converts by mill- 
fons in all classes of society—nmong the 
crowned heads and aristocracy of Europe, in 
the highest ranks of eclence, literature and 
Philosophy, as well as among the masses; 
which, in hosts of individual cases, has done 
what no religious téaching bas been able to 
do, — convinced the scientific skeptic, the 
philosophical tle, and the hard-cased 
materialist, of the reality-of spirit, of a spir- 
itual world, and of a future life.

In bia acceptance 
of most of these, marvelous occurrences, on 
such very unsudetantial testimony, worth- 
less as evidence—mere myths and legends, 
written long after the time of their suppos 
occurrence— Dr. Wallace manifesta the same 
credulous receptiveness of apocryphal mar- 
vols as is exhibited in his acceptance of the 
shallow tricks of unserupulons cheats as bo- 
na-fide manifestations of spirit power. 

Dr, Wallace; in conclusion, expatiated up- 
on the m beauty of the 'epiritoalistic 
teachings and of tha Incentivos to u noblo 
life which they presented, concluding with a 
recital of some inspiring lines of Kdgar A. 
Poe, through an American mediam.

The voice of the minority could be drowned 
and suppressed, but it was a trouble. It had 
been invited to speak, and its utterance was 
in some measure on record. It had spread 
through a portion of the church and was 
cherished as true, and it could not be induc- 
ed to commit “hari-karl.” It was, therefore, 
a troublesome and dangerous element in the 
church. and so the occasions of It must bo 
avoided as far as possible. Hence the bish- 
ops of Rome and their successors, the popes, 
were always averse to the calling of a gene- 
ral counell. These councils took precedence 
of bishop and pope, else there would be no 
place for them. In the interval of the coun- 
elis the popes were the highest authority. It 
was hence their Interest and the Interest of 
all their numerous and powerful satellites to 
foster and propagate the idea that they were 
always the highest authority and all-sufll- 
cient and infallible. It took a long while to 
get this generally accepted in the church. 
It was accomplished at last; and our own 
‘age enjoys the ever memorable distinction 
of ita achievement. 

This achievement was impossible in the 
pre-sclentific ages, because the papal church 
did not then fear free speech as much aa it 
does now. It had then power usually to eup- 
press that speech by foree whenever it be- 
came n „ and now that power has 
utterly vanished, |t la hoped forever. Then, 
too, the human mind was largely without 
guiding principles. It was easily the prey 
of various superstitions, The monstrous aa- 
sumptions and irrational dogmas of the pa- 


{pal church were likely to be as good and 


wise as those of opposing sectaries, and «o 
Intelligent men by means of such logic as 
"then prevalled could be thoroughly persuad- 
ed of the truth of what the church snjolved, 
and hence we find the .ablest men in tte 
world in those times were.ranged on the 
side of the papal charch and argued in ite 
support, while thelr opponents were gener- 
ally of inferior mental power and develop- 
ment, With the opening and progress of the 
sclentific era this state of things was destined 
to change. Thought and discussion must 
become charged and informed with a more 
luminous quality. Thoy must come under 
thecontrolof a lay sgent whose decisions 
are comparatively firm, loflexible and even 
immutable, because it kngws itself as a fan- 
damental and all embracing Intelligence. 

“This isthe terrife monster which thë pa- 
pal church dreads above all things. To al- 
low it freedom in council were 'a thousand 
times worse than a mad bull in a china 
shop. The thought of this petrified the 
stoutest hearts, and terrified the freest 
and bravest into submission to the pope. It 
was fated that all thought of farther conn- 
cils must be abandoned. Any further con- 
tinuance of them would be sure to rénd the 
Holy Church into ‘fragments. Give to this 
monster regular chance to open its 
blasph mouth in the Church as armed 
with sacred authority, let one  conncil be 
called to decree that councils shall be no 
more, and that the pope is the counell, 
the State and the Church. Henceforth 
all the members of that communion are 
“without r " after the pope bas spoken. 
This Is tho end of controversy and of doubt. 
There can be henceforth no room for discus- 
slon Inthe Church. If any question arises 
it can only be referréd In silence to the Holy 
Father, his holiness, the infallible.

The Saloon Problem. 
The Weekly Mail and Express. devotes its 
attention in ita fasue of Tune 8th to the " Ba- 
loon Problem " in Now York City, presenting 
startling facts in relation to the use of beer 
nd ita deleterious effects on those who drink 
it. In many localities the German-Americans 
hold the balance of power; and some pollti- 
clans who would be glad to see thelr party 
take high ground for the protection of the 
home from thé demoralizing and destroying 
influences of the saloon, are completely de- 
moralized by the spectre of a threatened 
general German defection. To their oyesone 
German vote looks larger than those of ten 
natives, and the danger of losing it so un- 
nerveathem that they will not even consider 
plans which Gre not acceptable to the dread- 
ed dictators, 
It is generally supposed that beer drinkers 
e very little alcohol, bat many of 
om take as much or more than whisky- 
d ra do. Saloon-keepers estimate that 
there are sixty-five drinks in X gallon of 
whisky. Several specimens of whisky pur- 
chased in prominent New York saloons and 
analyzed by Prof. Draper contained an aver- 
ago of about forty per cent. of alcohol, at 
which rate there is a pint of alcohol in 
twenty drinks. According to G. Thoman, the 
je to me, browere’ writer, there aro twonty-six glasses 
sustains the feehly existence in a gallon of beer. At that rate fifty-nine 
— — glasses of average American beer contains 
one pint of alcohol, and is equivalent to 
twenty drinks ot whisky—three ordinary 
glasses of beer containing a trifa more alco- 
hol than one drink of whisky. Whiles the 
tendency la to make beer stronger it is the 
reverse with whisky, which is diluted more 
and more, drugs being used to cover up the 
fraud, so that the present strength of the 
whisky drank is probably less than general- 
ly estimated, z 
“The Effect of Beer on Those who Make 
and Use It.“ by G. Thoman published by the 
United States Brewers' Association, gives the 
statement of physicians who attended the 
employ¢sin several large breweries, the ob- 
Ject being toshow that beer is beneficial 
instead of hurtful. It says of these work- 
men: "The average daily consumption of 
malt liquors is 25.73 glasses, about ten pinte 
per capita," which makes 456 gallonsa year. 
Ten pints of beer contain two-fifths of a 
pint of alcohol, equivalent, to one pint of 
straight whisky taken by these men every 
day. The figures aro startling, but Mr. Tho- 
man and the brewers appear to look on them 
as "a matter of no consequence: and to sup- 
pose that they show that “the way to pro- 
mote temperance is to encourage the drink- 
ing of beer.” In addition to the alcohol 
these ten-pint drinkers swallow dally, they 
also take one-third of a pint of malt and hop 
extract. In small amounts these ingredients 
are not supposed to be lujarious, but many 
physicians say that in such quantities they 
are very hurtfal. Intoxication is only one 
of the many injarious effecta of alcohol 
which has destroyed many millions of men 
who were ever drunk in thelr lyes. It the 
other Ingredients of beer partially or tem- 
porarily neutralize the intoxicating effect of 
alcohol, and thus enable the drinker “to 
carry more without showing it. An explana- 
tion may be found of thé fearfal mortality 
among heavy beer-drinkers. 
For a long time thé assumption that beer 
is almost, if not quite harmless, and often 
really was. generally accepted as 
trua; but, lately, proof has been called for 
with astonishing results, A couple of years 
ago the Toledo (Ohio) Blade had eleven promi- 
nent physicians in that city interviewed, 
and the testimony of all was in substantial 
accord with of Dr. 8. H. Bergen, who 
sald “to compëse iny idea in a few words. I- 
think it kilig quicker than any other Il- 
quor.” . Toledo is essentially a beer-drink- 
;|ingelty. The German population is very 
large, there are five of the largest anfi most 
extensive brewerles in the country here and 
there is probably more beer drank In propor- 
tlon to the population than in any city in the 
United: States. The practice of these phy- 
sicians fs therefore largely among the beer-
